My Dear Sir — The general resump 
lion of specie payments presents a fit 
occasion to close our corrQSpoodence 
with ao explanation of the course of the 
Bank of the United States in regard to 
that subject. This shall be done briefly 
nr.d finally. 

On the lOlii of May, 1837, the Banks 
of New York suspended specie payments, 
und their example was immediately and 
necessarily followed by the other Banks 
in the U States. The country was thus 
placed in a situation of extreme diflicul 
ty, from which it could be extracted only 
by instant and vigorous measures lor it h 
protection. The dangers were — the to 
tal prostration of its credit and charac- 
ter abroad — the depreciation in prices of

Il the universal distress which perva- 
ded the community could not bo witness 
ed without a painful sympathy — its me- 
lancholy was redeemed by tha high and 
manly spirit which it mused throughout 
the country.

Ii is impossi- 
ble to forget, that the government of 
Rime was bought and sold by men who 
commanded the Pretorian hand — that the 
representatives of the English nation 
were driven from iheir seats by the bay- 
onets of Cromwell’s soldiery — and those 
of the French Republic, by the battal- 
ions of Napoleon. AH free governments 
have been ovrturned by military power, 
and nil despots sostained and protected, 
by the weapon* of their standing armies 
It was a maxim in the ancient republics, 
that “laics t cere silent amidst arms." It 
is a truth, attested by the history of the 
world, that no government can employ 
the sword in its execution of the law*, 
without degenerating into an absolute 
tyranny. No matter what luay he the 
private feelings of the individual soldiers, 
their military organization i* emphatic- 
ally despotic, and no subordinate officer, 
or s ildier in the ranks, can, or dare ques 
lion the legality of the orders given to 
him by his commander without incurring 
the punishment of death, a punishment 
the more certain and fatal, because the 
safeguard of liberty, afforded by the ver 
(diet of a jury is withdrawn, and he is 
compelled to how to the sentence, pro- 
nounced by judges, selected by his accu- 
sers. Submission ',ione is safety. If a 
soldier be commanded to poinl his bay- 
onet against the breast of ths mother 
who bore and cherished him. he must 
obey, or have it pointed at hi* owe-, The 
dictates of patriotism are smothered in 
blood — and the vuice of humanity, of 
freedom, and of Heaven, is drowned in 
the shout of bat'le, tha trumpets clang 
Or, am! the cannons roar. 

We will not, we dare not, look forward 
to such a dire s'ata of things in Penn- 
•}lvania,but we cannot reflect upon the 
purposes, to subserve which, the thou 
sand soldiers with their train of artilery 
now here, were brought together, with- 
out shuddering at the thought. The 
civil acts which have distinguished tha 
conduct of the men who now control 
this military force, are of a nature to 
forbid all hope of redress from their 
jus'ice, honor, or patriotism. Wo fear 
that the only restraints imposed upon 
them, are the necessary limits of their 
power. To prove tlii* fact, let us inquire 
into the real object they had in view, in 
assembling this military power. 

It is scarcely necessary to reiterate 
the truth, abundantly shown by the 
statement of the High Sheriff of Dau- 
phiti couny — and of hundreds of respec- 
table citizens, (bat there was neither 
“an armed mob,” nor any other body of 
men organized, or unorganized, at Har- 
risburg, for whose suppression a single 
■ ildier was required. The assemblage 
in Harrisburg, was. and slili is, peacea 
ble, orderly, and disposed to respect the 
laws, far more than to violate them. — 
The allegation that the senate was to be 
menaced or disturbed, is wholly untrue, 
and is manifestly put forih as a pretext 
to justify ibe appeal of the governor to 
nrms. The house, if either body of the 
legislature was the one, in which difficulty 
was to be apprehended, but the Gover- 
nor seeks to induce the belief, that it is 
the senate against which threats have 
been made, because that is a body legal- 
ly organized, and public opinion would 
be more deeply shocked by contempla* 
ted assault up >o its members, than upon 
those of the house whose ocnstitutional 
organizations was denied on both sides.
